; What is it, Sir, that has conneéted every tremendous idea with a 
procefs againft a minifter?—why are the people of Scotland dilpoied to 

. believe a minifter guilty, even at the commencement of such a pro- 
+ éefs?—It is, Sir, becauie faeh procefles have not beer wantonly or 


rathly commenced—the wiidom ofvour fathers would not MMitice then 
to build fiurch fabrics but on the mott folid foundation. 

But, if the principles and procedure of the Prefbytery of Glafgow, 
jn this cauie, were to receive the approbation of this Houle? if pro- 
ceffes againft minifters are to be carried on by whim, paffion, and pre- 
judice, our fecurity will be deftroyed—our difcipline will be defpifed 
and detefted. The contequence of which will be, that the Church of 
Scotland will foon find herfelf in th* tame fituation with ether chu 
es, who have given place toa tyrannical and inqvifitorial dix 
We will foon be without any diicipline at all, for the vindication 
the innocent, or the punifhment of the guilty. 

Everfince Mr Anderfon was fettled in the Gorbals, which is now a- 
bout ten or twelve years, he has maintained a molt refpeciable cha- 
yaéter as a man and asa clergyman, though he has met with very un- 
common difficulties ; al’ of them pr.cceding from the fame quatter 5 from 
Mr Ifat, who is now at your bar, and who has unhappily been enga- 
ged in contefts with minifters during a great part of his life. While 
this gentleman continued in the Church, he was fufpended, fine die, 
from his office of elder, by the Synod of Glafgow and Ayr, for his con- 
du& in a procefs with Mr Thom, his parith miniiter at that time; 
then he fled to the Relief, and made the minifter of that congrega- 
tion extremely ushappy. Mr Cruden’s congregation, or the greater 
part ofthem, returned to the Church, on his leaving them—but Mr 
Hat got himfelf chofen Prefes of the top-fwarm of Relief-men, who 
had built a new church. ‘Fhis fociety were no lefs unhappy in their 
Prefes than Mr Cruden had been: Many bitter complaints were for- 
ced from them, till at laft Mr Lat was put out of his chair—then he 
returned to the bofom of the Church, to qualify himfelf for the buti- 
nefs which is now on your table. 

It is now more than fix years fince a litigation commenced betwixt 
John Ifat and Mr Anderfon ; though this began with very fma!l mat- 
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ters, it foon fwelled to a magnitude which brought it at laft to the de- 


cifion of a General Affembly of this Church. 

Through the whole of this procefS, fixch a degree of malignity ap- 
peared on the part of Mr Ifat, as required and met with fevere ani- 
madverfion, in allthe courts through which it pafled ; and, in the if- 

_ fue, this conduét fecured, not only an unanimous decition in Mr An- 
derfon’s favour; but, what was very remarkable, not one member in 
this houfe {poke a word in Mr Tfat’s defence. 

In the courte of this litigation, Mr [iat aceufed Mr Anderfon of ca» 
lumny—cefamation—murdering of chavaéter—fabrication of records— 
falfifying judicial declarations—profaning the Sabbath—perverting the 
feriptures ; and he even accafed him of blafphemy. Pampliets were 
publithed and induftriouily circulated over the whole country, accufing 
Mr Anderfon of all thefe crimes. 

The repulfe which Mr Ifat met with from the Affembly 1777, I be- 


you; for it is very remarkable, that two of the Elders declare, ‘I hat 
they heard this report againft Mr Anderfon, about the very time of 
that Affembly’s decifion, or within a few days of it. It is alto remark- 
able, that the re(t.of the Elders heard nothing of it for fix months af- 
ter, not till November 1777—the two Elders who were informed of 
the report in May 1777, were intended to be the tools for fpreading 
it; but they had too much prudence to be taken in that fnare—other 
methods became neceffary, and every flep of their progrefs was mark- 
ed with malice againft Mr Anderfon, 

But ftill the great bufinefS was to get Nelly Simpfon to accufe Mr 
Anderfon as being the father of her children. She had uniformly gi- 
ven them to one James Rofe a fmuggler, though probably fhe knew 
not who was the father of them; yet fhe afferted they were his, in 
private to her confidents—in public before the Seffion and Prefbytery ; 
andalfo to the midwife, when fhe was told that the was at the point 
of death, and in the agony of child-bearing. In all theie fituations, 
fhe ftill perfifted in accufing James Rofe. Some icheme, therefore, 
mutt now be fallen on to get her once to feandalize Mr Anderfon. In 
the courfe of this-bufinefs, many ftrange experiments were made, by 
drinking her hard, &c. One, in particular, was fo uncommon, that 
it deferves fpecial notice. One of thefe women, who are known by 
the name of Spae Wives, was carried to a public houfe, and after 
receiving her inftruction cither from the Devil, or fome other 
perfonage, Helen Simpfon was fent for, and fubjected to the kill 
of the Spae Wife, who, with accuftomed folemnity, made figns, 
which were underftood, as explained by the company, to mean 
that Mr Anderfon was the father of her children. This 
project, however, failed of its effet; but foon after, Helen Simpfon 
went to Mr Anderfon’s houfe, with much noife and outcry.—The el- 
ders who faw her, declared, before the Prefbytery, that the feemed to 
be either drunk or mad. Amidft a great deal of execrable incoherent 
ftuff, fhe alledged, that Mr Anderfon was father of her children, and 
te that he had hired her to be iis whore. In a few minutes, however, 
even before fhe went out of the room, the denied that ever the had {aid 
any fuch thing.—Afterwards, when the became more fober or compo- 
fed, the declared Mr Anderfon’s innocence to the elders, and confef- 
fed, that fhe had been driven, by her refentment againft Mr and Mrs 
Anderfon, to fay what fhe had faid againft him. Soon after, the was 
called before the Magiftrates, when the acquitted Mr Anderfon, and 
gave the fame explication of her own motives, She next appeared 
before the Seffion and Congregation, profefling repentance for what 
fhe had done and faid. Now fhe was perpetually haunted, in. public 
and in private, by the managers and their agents. ‘They promifed her 
tudging, meat, drink, and money, if the would accufe Mr Anderfon ; 
but all without effeét: She adhered to her declaration of his inno- 
cence, and to her acknowledgment of her own refentment, becaufe fhe 
had been turned out of Mr Anderfon’s family,—and he had refufed to 
abjolve her. 

In this ftate was the fama, when a petition, fubfcribed by the ma- 
‘nagers of Gorbals, was prefented to the Pre(bytery, defiring them to 
enquire into fome fama againft Mr Anderfon ; but they neither told 
what the fuma wasy—nor how it was to be enguired into. A member 
of Court told them, inthe courfe of conyerfation, that the fama was, 
that Mr Anderfon was father -of. children by Nelly Simpfon. On this 
information, they proceeded tq .confider what they should do. They 
appointed a meeting, after fome interval, to receive a libel from the 
managers of Gorbals, if they fhould judge it proper to offer one.—At 
their next meeting, they waited for two hours in idlenefs and filence, 
expecting fome perfons to appeat with a libel againft Mr Anderfon,— 
but to no purpofe ; the people uf Gorbals, aud even their managers, 
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lieve to have been the proper caufe of the report which is now before | 








taining an account of its own probability. However, theyrefolved to 
enquire themfelves, as no private profecutor appeared,—and their next 
fubjecét of deliberation was, after what manner their enquiry fhould be 
conducted. Here the various methods of inveftigation employed by 
this Chorch in fimilar cafes were before them,—a precognition,—a ju- 

ial enquiry,—-and a procefs under form of a libel.

g°Lions; it only diveéts our judicial proceedings, which are to 
be the matter of record, and may ‘be dubjeéts of review in fupe- 
rior Courts.—-if a precognition turns out in ene way, it leads to a li- 
bel; ir it turns out in another, the Prefbytéy proteéd no farther in 
that bufinefs. 

A PrestycerinPor Judicial Enquiry is diferent from a precognition in 
all thefe particulars. ‘This method of invettigation is employed when 
there is no profpe€ of convicting the acctfed, and is intended to wipe 
oif thote prejudices which may be conccived aguinft him. _ ‘The method 
of conducting a judicial enquiry is as follows -<—Witnefles are called, 
—they emit folemn declarations, which are putawpon-record, fub{eri- 
bed by the declarant, and atteited by the Moderator, in prefence of a 
Preihytery regularly called and conftituted. tm fhort, no folemnity is 
wanting, but that of an oath; and, it is well-known, that the Church 
of Scotiand is very fparing of thefe in all cafes where they are not ab- 
folutely neceffary. 

As the declarations emitted in a judicial enquiry are recorded, they 
thay, and mutt, be fubjeé to review in the Superior Court, and have 
becca nuiformly the foundation of final. fentences before the, Vene- 
rable Aife mbly of this Church.

pealarie. ‘Chey, on the contrary; admitted appcals—appointed com- 
mittees to anfwer the reafons of them—appeared at the bar of the Sy- 
nod in Oétober lait, not to plead the incompetency of the Court, but 
to folicit a decifion in fupport of their own. ‘Thefe things would have 
been otherwife, if the Prefbytery had themfelves confidered it as a 
Precognition, 
a recognition, was not formed till it was too late for doing fo, in con- 
filtency with their owa procedure ;—aad accordingly this Enquiry has 
been confidered as a fubjeé of review, and a foundation of final fens 
tence, by two Synods. . 

I now proceed to mention {ome very extraordinary circumftances 
which appeared in the Preibytery’s procedure, while employed in this 
Enquiry. . 

In the firft place, during the courig*’of fix months, Mr Anderfon 
could never prevail on them to declare whether he was a party ora 
judge; and, confequently, he was deprived of the rights of both. 

It mutt alfo be obierved, that the Prefbytery carried on this Enquiry 





with fbut doors ; a circumftance which was fo managed as to injure Mr- 


Anderfon very deeply. 

Extraordinary methods were likewife taken to procure evidence in 
this caufe, and perfons of the moft infamous charaé¢ter were admitted 
as witnefles by the Prefbytery. Nay, it was fpoke of asa rule of the 
Court, that it was not neceflary to confider the characters of the wit- 
nefles, unlefs a libel was given—which, in my opinion, amounted to 
a declaration, that any perfon would be admitted as evidence againft 
Mr Anderfon’s charafer and ufefulne/i; but-they would be more cai- 
tious, and more juft, when they were to try.him for his ftipend. 

Nor mutt it be forgot, that the record of this Enquiry confitts al- 
mott entirely of beavfoys, and the vulgay.town-talk of the Gorbals, a- 
mounting to 182 pages. : 

On many different o¢cafions the Pretbytery were-entreated to fepa- 
rate thefe from the proper evidence—they owned the propriety of do- 
ing fo—they appointed a Committee for that purpofe; but took care 
that this Committee {hould. never mect.—For {x months this ftrange 
farago of evidence was held out to the world as a proof, I do not fay 
with an intention to iniflead the lower elas of people, and the Elders 
of the Prefbytery ; hut Udo fay, that the hearfay evidence produced. 
thefe effeéts in a high degree, and that the Prefbytery did nothing to 
prevent it. 

I thall only add, that the Prefbytery protracted this enquiry to a moft 
unreafonable length of time, feven or eight months, when all the es 
vidence in it might have been colleéted in a few hotirs. Having men- 
tioned thefe cireumftances, I will not infift on them, 

‘The next thing to be obferved by the Affembly, is the amount of 
the proof taken by the Prefbytery. And here I fhall fet afide all ob- 
jections againft the Prefbytery’s procedure, and againft. the witnefles 
examined by them. And, though I might fave the Afferbly this 
trouble, by affirming what has been admitted by the Prefbytery, that, 
in the whole enquiry, not one indecent word or aétion is proved upon 
Mr Anderfon; yet, Sir, I will not reft this caufe- upon any conceflion 
—nor would I with to appear in any cause which declined a ditcuilion of 


. this point. 


The firf article of the fama againft Mr Anderfon is, that he fre- 
quented Helen Simpfon’s company. 

Any thing that bears the appearance.of proof of this article, is ex- 
hibited by Hobel Stirling, Mary Walker, Margaret Allan, and Mary 
Morifon. One general ob{ervation maft be made on this part of the 
proof, viz. that the word frequenting feems to-be a word of the Prei- 
bytery’s, and not of the declarants.—It is generally employed, and I 
fuppofe was expreffed, in the queition put from the Chair—but it was 
alio generally mifunderftood by the declarants. However, jit is very 
remarkable, that three of the four deciarants explain what they mean 
by it. obel Stirling declares, that fix two years, from Whitfanday 
1775, to Whitfaundey 1777, Mr Anderfon was once in Nelly Simpion’s 
houle between two or three hours, ata time when there was a report, 
that Nelly was under concern of mind; that he was in her honte at 
other times; but, for the moft part, called at the other houfés in the 
land—So that, except in a few inflances, only off of which i5 men- 
tioned, he was us‘often in the other honfes as in Nelly Simpfon’s; and 
a particular reafon is affigned for his being there, and fo long there, 
on that particular o¢cafion. 

Mary Walker, the next witnefs, declares, That fhe never faw Mr 
Anderéon go up to Nelly Simpfon’s houfe, bat when he was vifiting 
the reft of the neighbours, except in one inftance; which is the tiine

From the London Papers, Aug. 10 
LONDON, 
Yefterday morning commiffions paffed the Great Seal, 
authorizing and empowering the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
to give the royal affent to’ the following aéts of the Parlia- 
‘& ment of Ireland: An act for the better accommodation and 
sregulation, of his Majeity’s army in that kingdom; an aé& 
for granting to his Majetty feveral duties upon imported fu- 

r, andvextending the fugar trade ; an at for better regu- 
ating and extending. the tobacco trade of that kingdom ; 
and to an act for granting bounties on the export of certain 
{pecies of the linen and hempen manufactures of that king- 
dom therein enumerated, and for repealing the bounties on 
flax-fecd imported, for encouraging the growth thereof in 
that kingdom. 

Yelterday being the day appointed by his Majefty for re- 
ceiving the addreis from the Liverymen, Freemen, and In- 
habitants of this. city, returning thanks for the feafonable 
protection afforded them during the late outrages, the fame 
was preferted by Thomas Wellings, Efq; and other gentle- 
men deputed for that purpofe ; they were received very gra- 
cioufly, avd had the honour of kiffiag his Majefty’s hand.

A late ftate of the French armies and fleets afcertains the 
number of troops (including the militia) to be 318,000 
men. The feamen enrolled amount to 84,000. The licen- 
fed feamen in the fitheries and merchants fervice are compu- 

’ ted at 52,000.. Thus we find that 464,000 are withdrawn 
from agriculture and manufactures. Of this number four 

He hundred and two thoufand are paid by government, at the 

Bverage expence of 22 fous per day per man, (including 

pay, cloathing, and neceffarics ;) this amounts to the daily 

fum of 442,200 livres, or 161,403,000 livres a year, befides 
the immenfe expence of building and repairing of hips, 
wear and tear, ordnance, and military ftores, &c. Now if 
agriculture and commerce are diminifhed, how can the 

French Court, with all its boafted economy, long fupport 
fuch enormous charges ? 

It is computell that the kingdom of France contains 
48,000,000; of thefe 9,000,000 mult be allowed for ‘chil- 
dren, 3,000,000 women, and 250,000 for Ecclefiafticks, 
Monks, and Friars, a ufelefs burdea to the couvtry ! There 
gemain then only 4,500,000 men fit for the exercife of arts, 
commerce, and manufaétures.. Fromm thefe muft be dedu&- 
ed 80,000, the computed number of valets and domettics, 
who render no kind of fervice to the State; 20,c00 No- 
bleffe, who only confume the rents and labour of others ; 
aad 464,000 foldiers and feamen: fo that it is plain that 
there are but 3,935,000 men in all France, who, by applica- 
tion to ufeful induftry, are to maintain the other 14,144,000 
fouls, and provide for the revenues of the State; a very 
fmal! portion for a kingdom, whofe exteat, when compared 
to that of Great Britain, is in the proportion of 20 to 8. 

From thefe calculations it may be reafonably inferred, 
that the power of France is not fo great as has been tuo ha- 
ily imagined ; that the fabfitting power will work its own

Letters from Guadaloupe, received at Park, give the 
moft melancholy account of the great mortality amoag?!t the 
wounded feamen and foldiers feut on fhore by M. Guichen, 
after his firft action with Admiral Rodney.—One letter 
from a furgeon fays, that upwards of 100 men had fuitered 
amputation either of leg or arm, and not 20 of them furvi- 
ved more than a few days. The white flux carried off many 
others who were not materially wounded. 

A letter received yefterday from Gibraltar fays, ‘* By a 
cartel thip arrived there from Cadiz we have advice that the 
Spanith fleet, which was to have put to fea to form a-junc- 
tion with the French fleet, is countermanded, and ordered 
to continue in harbour till further orders. The prifoners 
| which are arrived in the above fhip declare, that they were 
treated by the Spaniards with great humanity, and iupplied 
with every neceflary they wanted.” 

Certain advices are received at Madrid from the Governor 
General of thé Havannali, with an account of the arrival of 
gooo effective men ia the tranfports, under Don Solano, and 
that they were preparing to carry the King’s orders into exe- 
cutioa. 

The farmers- general of the revenues of France have al- 
ways afforded’ Government very confiderable refources in 
time of war; but a letter from Paris fays, that in the pre- 
fent conteft, the trade of France had been fo diftreffed, that 
many of the farmers of the revenue had been fo drained by 
the Crowa, as to have been obliged to ftop futere difburfe- 
ments, and others are upon the very verge of bankruptcy. 

The outward- bound New York fleet, under convoy of the 
Charon man of war, pafled by Plymouth on Tuefday lat, 
where they were joined by two frigates, and proceeded for 
Ireland, where they are totake the other thips under convoy. 

The confort to the Black Princefs privateer which has fo 
much invefted our coalts fo long, was driven on thore by 
the Aurora frigate on Friday laf, in Deblin Bay 5 was gor 
off the next day, and carried into the harbour with four ran- 
fomers on board.

Indies, has for 
fome time tranfpired., The prefent quarter from which the wind 
blows is, by fome politicians, faid to be the caufe of ourignorance, O- 
thers atiert, that while Boreas prefides, no wind can blow good to Bri- 
tain; aud therefore, if any news arrives, it mult be unfavourable, for 
which reafon, they conelude it will be fupprefled. Among all the fpe- 
culations, however, that fubfitt, therefeems great reafonm to hope, that 
in America we have followed up our late fuccefs with proper, vigour, 
and that our efforts have been fortunate. In the Channel we cannot 
be injured; and in the Weft Indies we have nothing to fear.
